Accidental discharge of a shotgun 
in the hands of her half-brother, Roy 
Richard, aged 16 years, at IO o’clock 
Saturday morning resulted in Lillian 
Glenn, aged 6 years, being instantly 
killed at the home of their father and 
mother, Mr. and Mrs. H. L. Richard, 
four miles north 
of 
Beaman. 
The 
child's head was almost torn off as a 
result of her being 
very

the 
muzzzle of the gun. 
Th** youth and 
a younger brother 
were preparing to start cm a squirrel 
hunt, when in loading the shotgun, a 
hammerless firearm, the weapon was 
discharged. 
The, little girl, the youngest in the 
family, was seated 
on 
a trunk and 
gave no concern to the danger that 
would crush out her life with a sud 
dimness that was appalling. Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard were in Sedalia 
on a 
shopping trip when the tragedy oc 
curred, and were notified as quickly 
as 
p ossib le of the unfortunate acci­ 
dent that brought .sadness so quick 
ly and unexpectedly into their hom e 
Four children were at the home 
perfectly happy, 
when 
the shooting 
took placV, and no "sc/oTier had the 
explosion of the shell resulted than 
all but little Lillian rushed screaming 
♦rom Hie house. 
Merle Elliott, 
a 
substitute rural 
mail carrier from Beaman, was plac 
ing mail in a box 
in 
front 
of the 
Richard home just as the distressing 
accident occurred, and running to the 
house was startled in looking through 
\ window to see the child's lifeless 
body 
lying 
prostrate 
against

trunk. Blood, bits of flesh and parts 
of the* brain were spattered about the 
wall and ceiling, presenting a most 
gruesome sight. 
Mr. Elliott hurriedly went to the 
home of George Glenn, a short dis 
lance away, and notified him of the 
shooting. Mr. Glenn, grandfather of 
the little girl, hurriedly went to the 
scene and soon a 
large number of 
other neighbors had assembled. 
Coroner D. P. Dyer was informed 
of the tragedy and immediately af 
j forwards made a trip there. He view- 
led the child's body, made inquiry of

posited therein, or shall take or steal 
such mail from or out of such letter 
box or other receptacle, or shall wil- 
fully aid or assist In any of the afore­

offenses

"mirage—as in the present conflict. 
As to the men who are naturally 
brave and take supreme risks without

some of them do not believe in dan­ 
ger; they imagine that .they are in­ 
vulnerable— that they have a luckv 
star; they are surrounded by a sort 
of optimistic fatality thftt gives them 
i feeling of security. 
In other cases

idated by it, because they have in

it her scraps into one-third their weight 
of frodi eggs, is a marvel «»f efficiency.

the lowest since 1869, notwithstanding 
the fact that the population of the 
country has increased since then by 
45 per cent .

The number of criminals tabulated 
in 1915 was 27,310, a decrease of 16,-

Before the hen is allowed to sit on the J cd the Children, 
eggs she should la* thoroughly dusted 
with powder, care being taken that 
tin* powder reaches every portion of 
tin* body, particularly under the legs 
and wings.

If young chickens have been treated 
as described above and are given the 
run of a clean yard and tin* oppor­ 
tunity to get out into the garden and 
in the grass they will not he troubled 
with gapes or vermin. When young 
chicks once become infested with lie** 
it is almost impossible to rid them of 
the pests, 
it the large head lice are 
allowed to get a start on young chick­ 
ens they will kill them in a very short 
time. 


GOOD TREATMENT FOR COLDS 


Equal Parts of Zenoleum and Kerosene 
Are Recommended— Give Epsom 
Salts in Mash. 


Labored breathing, wheezing, ra t­ 
tling in the throat, gaping and sneez­ 
ing, are symptoms of colds in the 
flock. 
When 
birds 
showing 
these 
symptoms are discovered they should 
be removed from the flock and treated. 
Use equal parts of zenoleum and kero­ 
sene or equal parts of kerosene and 
sweet oil, immersing the heads of the 
birds in the mixture or injecting small 
amounts of It into the nostrils and 
mouth. 
Epsom salts should he given 
in a moist mash also, while the birds 
are under treatment.

A St. Louis Man Sends a Pound of 
Bacon to Friends and Relatives 
in a European Tow n Where 
He Formerly Lived. 


London, Aug. 12.—The most inter­ 
esting museum in London is not open 
to the general public. 
It is the mu­ 
seum of the censor and contains a 
collection 
of 
most 
curious exhibits 
which represent attem pts that have 
been made to evade the British naval 
blockade since the outbreak 
of 
the 
war. 
Most of these exhibits come from 
the United States, where thousands of 
people of German extraction have dis­ 
patched all sorts of useful things to 
friends and relatives in the Father­ 
land. 
Many of the exhibits indicate 
the pains and ingenuity of the .send­ 
ers; in some instances they made a 
pound of lard look like a copy of the 
morning paper or a packet of pure 
rubber look like a bundle of narcis­ 
sus bulbs. 
A 
side 
of 
bacon weighing forty 
pounds is mute evidence of the at­ 
tempt made by a St. Louis man to 
assuage tin* hunger of some friends or 
relatives in what was undoubtedly his 
former home town, 
in his anxiety to 
get the bacon to Germany this man 
sent it by first class mail and at- j 
tached stamps to the bacon Itself to 
the value of nearly $5. 
There are many other instances in 
which the stamps on the packages by 
far exceed the value of the contents. 
Many parcels have duplicate covers. 
They are addressed to someone in a 
neutral country, whose business if is 
to pull off one cover and repost them 
to the German or Austrian address re­ 
vealed below. 
An enterprising Buffalo man sent a 
large number of letters each contain­ 
ing a sheet of pure rubber. 
Rubber 
has been a scarce commodity in Ger­ 
many for more than a year and ef- 
iorts have repeatedly been made to 
get through the blockade all so ns of 
these articles. 
Once in Germany the 
rubber would be sent to a central de­ 
pot, where it ultimately would have 
emerged as rubber tires. 
This 
censor’s 
museum 
contains 
huge bundies of newspapers or what 
appeared at first glance to be news­ 
papers. Closer inspection reveals that 
the neatly rolled ends are but cleverly 
made plugs of paper and wood. When 
one of these plugs is pulled out there 
is uncovered along sausage-shaped bag 
of calico containing 
anything 
from 
sliced ham to Para rubber, from rice 
to tobacco. 
Two iron crosses are not the least 
interesting of the exhibits. 
They are 
the original article and were being 
sent from Germany to a child in the 
E nited States. 
The 
consignor 
was 
maker of the crosses, the head of the 
firm that supplies them to the German 
government, and in an accompanying 
letter he suggests that the recipients 
wear them. 
Shoes are the most numerous of the 
exhibits and most of these come from 
the United States. 
In several cases they are wrapped |

There it stays for 
thirteen or seventeen years, depend 
ing upon to which of the two varie 
ties it belongs. 
It comes out then. 
sheds its old shell and dies out for a 
few weeks of active life to reproduce 
its kind. 
The locust lives on sap sucked from 
the roots of the plant 
or 
tree to 
| which it fastens itself 
while living 
i underground. Its feeding on the plant 
I is scarcely noticeable, for it eats so 
J slowly that it deprives the plant of 
I little food.

able bodied men will be so great in

ducements will undoubtedly be offer­ 
ed by these governments

The best means of getting rid of 
flies is to never let th e m get a foot- 
opera I hold, according to W. VV’. Sweet, of the 
• Missouri agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion. 
Although his recommendations 


J are made mainly from the standpoint 
“ A J of protecting cows against flies, they 
I are just as applicable to the protection 
I of people. 
I 
The hest means of fly control is 
through preventing them from breed- 
! ing. 
It requires ten days for the fly 
to develop from egg to adult, so if all 
barnyard manure and other filth in 
which it can develop is cleaned up 
every five or eight days, the flies' 
supply will be cut off. 
If it is impos­ 
sible to remove the filth far enough 
so that the flies which breed in it can 
not reach the house or barns, it may 
he treated with powdered borax sprin­ 
kled over the manure pile or other 
filth at the rate of about an ounce for 
each cubic foot to be treated. 
After 
it has been sprinkled on, it should be 
washed through the pile with water. 
Half a pound of hellebore which has 
been allowed to stand in ten gallons 
of water from 
ten 
to 
twenty-four 
hours may be sprinkled at the rate 
of a gallon to the cubic foot on the 
filth to be treated. 
In either barns or houses fly traps 
help a little and a great deal of relief 
may be obtained by mixing half a pint 
of milk, half a pint of water and two 
tablespoonfuls of formalin (4 per cent 
formaldehyde). 
Stronger 
mixtures 
have so much formalin in them that 
the flies do not drink it. 
A slice of 
bread may be placed in the plate in 
which the mixture is exposed. 
Cows may be protected by means of 
commercial or home-made repellants. 
Pyrethrum powder is good 
and 
the 
commercia! repellants are 
generally 
preferable if they do 
not 
cost 
too 
much. 
Home-made mixtures of either 
one part of crude carbolic acid or pine 
tar with nine parts of cotton seed oil 
give very good results if applied light­ 
ly, but if applied too heavily they will 
injure the skin and hair and do more 
damage than the flies will.

A few* years ago F. VV. Krouse was 
n government employe at the agricul­ 
tural college in 
Ontario, 
says 
the 
Country Gentleman. 
His salary was 
but little above that paid for common 
labor, and he was not satisfied with 
the progress he 
was 
making. 
His 
small savings were not sufficient to 
enable him to start in any business 
on his own account, cxcppt on a very 
limited scale. 
Bv inclination he wras 
a farmer, and after due consideration 
he decided to throw up his job and 
see what he could do for himself. 
He 
bought a house and one acre of ground 
for $450, but did not have sufficient 
capital to pay for the place or furnish 
the house. 
Mr. Krouse found 
that 
he 
had 
tackled quite a job. When he came to 
figure out crops sufficient to support 
him from one acre, he found that it 
would he necessary to work the acre 
pretty hard. 
Since all his 
capital 
was invested in that small acre, he 
had to make good with that before 
he could g^t money to buv more land. 
If he sometimes doubted his ability 
to carry his venture through to the 
end he did not admit it to the college 
men who said that he could make it 
go. 
The first returns came from his hot­ 
beds, which w'ere planted to radishes 
and later to cabbage and cauliflowers. 
Bv growing three crons he cleared 
$100 from the 
frames. The 
wThole 
acre was cultivated in the same in­ 
tensive manner, to onions, radishes, 
cabbage and potatoes. 
He 
worked 
early and late, and cleared $425 be­ 
sides the family living. 
Bought Another Acre and Half. 
Mr. Krouse later 
bought 
another 
acre and a half adjoining the first, and 
added poultry and bees. 
Only tw’O 
colonies of bees were bought at first, 
and their possibilities were not realiz­ 
ed until later. Fancy poultry rather 
than market poultry was his choice. 
Much time was spent in getting birds 
ready for exhibition, but he brought 
home his share of ribbons and made 
the poultry pay. 
He planted quite a 
large area of asparagus, which also 
proved profitable. 
By this time the reader will think 
that the stake was made from other 
ventures than bees, but details of Mr. 
Krouse’s experience are 
given 
to 
show the profits of the bees in com­ 
parison with the other lines which 
were also gbod pavers. 
Mr. Krouse* did not take up bee­ 
keeping seriously because his other 
crops did not pay, but because the 
bees paid as well and required less 
hard labor. 
After the second pur- 
chase, when he had two and a half 
acres of land, he grew* strawberries 
and raspberries for a time. 
With the 
intensive cultivation and heavy man­ 
uring that he gave them. they wrere 
bound to pay. 
By this time he had 
increased his bees to forty colonies 
and added several broods of chickens. 
His season’s work netted him $1,600, 
and $200 of this w\as from the forty 
colonies of bees. 
He wanted more 
land, and bought more, w^hirh brought 
his holdings up to ten acres. 
Few 
people care to undertake to make a 
livelihood from less than ten acres, 
yet he was making a pretty good in­ 
come from one-quarter that amount. 
Ten Acres Too Much. 
Air Krouse is the first man that I 
ever heard sav that ten acres is too 
much land for one family. 
Conside”- 
ing the intensive plan which he fo1- 
low's, it is certainly a pretty big farm. 
He talks of selling half of it and cul­ 
tivating only five acres, although at 
present he confines himself to aspar­ 
a g u s seed potatoes, bees and such 
fruits as cherries and currants. Aside 
from his bees, asparagus is his princi­ 
pal crop, as it comes early in the 
reason before the bees require much 
attention. 
With the 500 colonies of 
bees which he now has he dislikes 
other 
cares 
during 
the 
summer 
months. 
The returns from an apiary increase 
in direct proportion to the increase of 
the owner’s knowledge of them. 
On 
the average farm the bees are the 
poorest property because they reecho 
the least intelligent attention. 
In the 
hands of the specialist they give as 
good returns as anything belonging 
to the farm. 
Mr. Krouse soon dis­ 
covered the possibilities, and set to 
work to master beekeeping fully. 
In the beginning he had some dis­ 
astrous e x p e rie n c e s , as most begin­ 
ners are likely to do if they increase 
their bees faster than their exper 
ience will justify. 
However, he had 
secured sufficient returns from his 
bees to demonstrate to him the pos- 
sible returns under favorable condi­ 
tion* 
He aceordingyy replaced the 
lost colonies and continued to in­ 
crease as rapidly as possible. 
While such 
experiences 
are dis­ 
heartening at the time, if a man is so 
constituted that 
he 
doesn t get. dis­ 
couraged and 
Quit 
the 
business 
.

properly. He uses about six inches of 
packing around

hive.

spring the cover

As time made it clear that the re­ 
turns from the bees 
were 
equal to 
those of any other department of the 
farm, and required less heavy labor, 
the other lines were 
gradually cur­ 
tailed or abandoned, while the num­ 
ber of bees was gradually increased. 
Several outwards are now’ part of the 
system, and an automobile is used in 
going to and from the different apia­ 
ries. The extracting house is so ar­ 
ranged that the supers of honey are 
taken in at one door and the pails of 
honey ready for the market are taken 
out on the opposite side. 
The whole 
family works during the rush of ex­ 
tracting. 
A Gasoline Engine is Used. 
A gasoline engine runs the extrac­ 
tor. While the elder Krouse attends 
to the extracting 
and 
placing the 
combs in the extractor, other mem­ 
bers of the family are filling friction 
top pails with honey 
as 
fast 
as it 
runs through 
the 
‘strainer into the 
settling tank. Honey that was in the 
hives in the morning is thus in small 
containers ready for the retail trade 
in the evening. 
Everything about the place is cul­ 
tivated in the most intensive man­ 
ner. Most men 
having 
more 
land 
than they care to cultivate would use 
the rest for a cow’ pasture. After get­ 
ting such returns as have been pro­ 
duced from this 
land 
for 
the 
last 
dozen years, it looks 
to 
the owner 
like pretty 
expensive 
cow 
pasture. 
Not caring to continue the cultivation 
of garden crops longer, he is offering 
half of the ten acres for sale. 
Of late his gross returns have been 
round the $4,000 mark. One year they 
nearly reached $5,000. 
Of 
one crop, 
which totaled $4,900, more than $3,- 
500 was from the bees. 
Mr. Krouse has averaged a saving 
of more than $1,000 
every 
year of 
»he fourteen years since he bought an 
acre of land and started out to make 
a living on it. This is a pretty re­ 
spectable saving 
from 
a business 
started on a capital of $450, and al­ 
though other things have contributed, 
he feels he has made his stake with 
the bees.

He went to the northern resort several 
weeks ago to rest from his arduou* 
duties, but did not recuperate. 
Dr. Murphy was the third prominent 
Chicagoan to die of several hundred 
who ate poisoned soup at the banquet 
to Archbishop Mundelein last winter 
ai

have said thai these deaths were not 
due to the after effect of the poison 
t»ut in the soup, it is said, by Jean 
Crones, a cook at the club. 
Headed Medical Association, 
l ’resident of the American Medical 
association in 1903, elected the same 
year to be president of the Clinical 
Congress of Surgeons 
of 
America, 
John Benjamin Murphy had received 
the 
most 
distinguished honors that 
could be accorded a surgeon in this 
country. 
He 
was 
acknowledged as 
one of the foremost operators of his 
lime. 
His clinic at the Mercy hos­ 
pital in Chicago was a Mecca for sur­ 
geons all over the world. 
From twen­ 
ty to several limes that number of dis 
tinguished medical men from Europe

found among the .students in the ani 
phi!heater almost any day that Mur­ 
phy was to operate. 
He was born in Appleton, Wis., De­ 
cember 21, 1857.

Invented Murphy Button. 
Dr. Murphy reached pre-eminence in

the early nineties brought its inventot 
int ai prominence.

Murphy took out of his pocket a metal 
hall about Ute size of an English wal­ 
nut.
